The Germans are tied by few offices to any
party; they are not led by American or Irish
demsgogues; they are honest, intelligent,
respectable, hard-working folk, who are tem-
poruilf' separated by certain prejudices (of
a social sort) from the pnlitics?organimtion
which would best suit them. Their sympa-
thies are all with the old Aunti-Slavery and
Republican party of this conntry, and directly
opposed to the reactionary and merely office-
seeking faction who call themselves the *‘De-
moeracy.”’

The World fancies that it ean beguile its
German readers by repeating some of its
well-used phrases, which had such remark-
able effect during the war with the Rebellioa,
Then, as now, it warned the people against
‘‘the tyrant in the Presidential chair;” againat
“‘centralization terminating in despotism;”
against “‘interferivg with the sacred rights”
of SBouthern citizens—and then, as now, it
protested with ponderous and Johnsonian
eloquence that this Government was being
perverted into a *‘centralized despotism,” We
all know the effect of these warnings then on
our German fellow-citizens. We may re-
member that they were among the first
in arms against the Rebellion, and that
their principal orators were the ear-
liest in advocating emancipation, and
vigorous ‘‘centralized” meusures, Their
votes mgain swelled the tide which
carried in Mr. Lincoln a second time, and
which afterwards bromght General Grant to
the Presidential chair., When the World
gives the German-Amerioans the cry of
“'Btates Rights" now, it happily forgets that
the watchword of the Liberals in Germany is
8 “Unpited Federal Government,” with strong

eople have felt the evils of local indepen-

gencs, and of the constant oppressions of
smwall States, like the Germans, They have
more fear of extreme individualization or

They sree in this country that a terrible
civil war like ours, and a grand aoct of na-
tional emancipation, necessarily involve some
abnormal and semi-military measures, for the
sake of preserving the peace of the country
and protecting the freed slaves, It is not
the Ku-klux bill which has separated the New
York Germans from the Republiean party,
but far other matters, not so important per-
baps, but which possess great weight in the
view of Germans, Those we have already
disoussed, and we do not despair that the
canses of disagreement can be removed,

| Confederacy to pay its obligations did not

arise out of acts committed against the per-
sons or property of British subjects, and that
hence the claims of the bondholders will be
barred from consideration: but the resoirces
of British diplomucy are wonderful, and thers
is no doubt that competent lawyers would be
able to present plausible arguments to prove
the contrary. It 18 too important a matter to
be left tothe possibility of doubt, and the
consideration of this sort of elaim shounld be
expressly forbiddeu in terms that admit of no
gquestion, If the British Commissioners in-
tend to exclide these bonds frowm the claims
to be arbilrated upon, they can have no ob-
jection o the fact being definitely set forth
in the treaty: if they do intend that they shall
be considered, they may as well pack their
trunks aud leave, for the bare proposal of such
an outrage would be an insult compared with
which those that bhave preceded it would be
trifling indeed.

The present holders of the Iiebel bonds
bought the greater part of them for a mere
song, and conld afford to pay willions of dol-
lars to get them allowed. The decisions of
the commismoners appointed to arbitrate the
claiws will be final, and it is provided that all
sums of money which may be awarded by the
cowmissioners on account of any claims
shull be paid within twelve months after the
date of the flual award; so that it may reason-
ably be expected that if the treaty is ratitied,
the admitted claims of British subjects will
be settled during the term of the present ad-
minpistration. When the enormouns amount
of money at stake is taken into account, and
when it is further considered that the virtual
head of the State Department is a notorions
bribe-taker, it does not seem strange that the
public regards with uneasiness the attempts
at concealwent and misrepresentation which
have been so boldly made in connection with
this trealy.

GENERAL GRANT AND THE NEW YORK

And again,
General Grant undertakes, through Collestor
L{lll’l}hj’, to detaoch the l_{gﬂp[lljhunn parly of
this city frem its demoralizing blandishments
of Tammany Hall by weeding ont the Tawm-

The mountain bas been o long in labor that
even the sight of a mouse wonld now ha
prateful, Some years ago the oity of brothers
who love ench other (Ahern, Haggerty, et al. )
discovered that it stood in need of a new
conrt house, prothonotary and clecks’ offices,
and immediately began a fierce and bloody
inlernecine war as to the site. Bince then New
York bas covered nores of ground with edifices
that bave grown grey and hoary with time.
Cities bave sprung up in the West, and becoma
landmarks for pilgrime from all climes, bat
the battle of the ealm Quakers still rages with
unubated violence, and the first stone of thosa
clerks’ offices is yet to be lmd, Curiously
epongh, the dificulty in the way of this city
(which onr renders will remember as an
mepsurable flat of small brick houses) is want
of room, ‘T'be corporation ia apparently not
gble to purchase ground, and is forced (o nse
ove of the squares which fond and enthusi-
astic Philadelpbians are wont {o invoke in
tbeir domestio poems as the lungs of the eity.
The gquestion is, which long will the eity do
without? Property holders look with greedy
eyes npon the court-house that i8 to be, and
summuon all sorts of ghostly and malarious
ivfluences to drive il from other neighbor-
hoods to their own.,

The first proposal was to seize on Indepen-
dence Square, so that when pilgrims from all
poris of the country came up at the centen-
nial to loeck for the sacred ground on which
tbe pation bad its birth, they might find it
occupied with thieves and murderers in their
doel, begirt with their surrounding cordon of
politieal colleagues as policamen and connsel.
Whether Penn himsell, arwored in hig deab
integrity from top to toe, rose and warned his
degenerate descendants ofl  the hallowed
groond with a countenanes mors  in
sorrow than in apger, whether the bid-
ding ran  low in that mneighborhood, we
know not, but the bill was lost in Lhe
Legislatnre.

Will no New York
eapitalist go to the reliefl of these distressed
brotherly lovers? When the Centennial does
arrive, und people from all nations lamber on
her back, will our neighbor have no prisoner’s
dock to which ske can point with pride, and
sny, ‘‘Here Justice presides, quite blind-
folded. Behold my thieves' headquuarters, the
rendezvous of my favorite sons, where they
obtein both honor and renown”?
